Portsmouth, N. H., August 28.—Tomor- 
row morning Baron Komura, acting upon 
instructions received from Tokio as a re~ 
sult of today’s meeting of the cabinet and 
“elder statesmen’’ under the direct presi- 
dency of the emperor of Japan, will sub- 
mit to Mr, Witte a new basis of compro- 
mise, and that compromise, it is firmly 
believed tonight, will insure peace. 

The revelation contained in the an- 
nouncement today that Japan had already 
informed Emperor Nicholas, through 
Ambassador Meyer, that Japan was 
ready to waive the question of indemnity 
and submit the price to be pald for the 
northern half of Sakhalin to the judg- 
ment of a mixed commission, but pre- 
pared thé way for Japan’s backdown 
upon the main issue. The announcement 
had been the sensation of the day. It 
had met with denials high and low. It 
was decided to be impossible, incredible. 
The Japanese declined to admit it ahd 
the Russians said they had no confirm- 
ation. Mr. Witte intimated strongly that 
St. Petersburg had not apprised him of 
any such action py the president. There 
was even a disposition to ridicule the 
idea of arbitrating the price of half of 
the island. Nevertheless, on all hands 
it was admitted if Japan took this posi- 
tion, the ground was cut out from under 
Emperor Nicholas. 

Witte Outmaneuvered Japanese. 
Mr, Witte, by consummate skill in con- 
ceding al] the demands of Japan invofv- 
ing the real issues of the war, had manh- 
euvred his adversaries into a position 
where, unless they abandoned the claim 
for indemnity, they could. be held respon- 
sible for continuing the war for money.

Equitable Magnate in Favor 
of Federal. Supervision, 


He Says Government Should Super- 
vise Life Insurance Just as It Does 
National Banks—Equitable 
Sound as Bank of England, 
Ryan Says, 


Seattle. Wash., August 28.—Thomas F. 
Ryan, the financler of New York city. 
who recently acquired the controlling in- 
terest of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of New York, in an interview 


here today said: 

“My purchase of the control of the 
stock and inducing Mr. Morton to take 
the presidency was only a public duty 
which any number of men would 
have readily performed had they been 
aware of the consequences of a@ con- 
tinuation of the dissensiong among the 
old officers and differences. I happen- 
ed. from my relations to some of the 
parties engaged in the conflict, to have 
a better view of the situation than 
some of the others. That was all. 

Equitable Is Sound. 

“There ig not the slightest doubt 
about the strength of the Equitable. It 
is as sound as the Bank of England. 
It wil) hereafter be run as an insurance 
company, pure and simple, with an eye 
single to the welfare of its policy hold- 
ers.

District Attorney Beach Made Effort

ed with Peckham and Isaacs, of New 
York, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government by prematurely 
Givulging the department’s cotton crop 
reports, surrendered to the United 
States marshal] today and later appeared 
before Justice Stafford and gave bond 
in the sum of $10,000, the amount agrged 
upon last Saturday before his arrival! in 
this city. He was taken to the marshal's 
Office by his attorneys, Messrs. Lester 
and Price, who also appeared with him 
in the court room, 

District Attorney Beach made an ef- 
fort to increase the bond of $10,000, but 
the effort was opposed by Mr. Lester 
and did not succeed. In moving for an 
increase Mr. Beach made an affidavit 
reciting the failure of Holmes to ap- 
pear Saturday as per the agreement be- 
tween himself and Attorney Lester and 
charged Mr. Lester with aiding Holmes 
in evading the execution of a writ for 
the Jlatter’s arrest Saturday. He also 
said that facts had come to Hght show- 
ing that Holmes had realized $50,000 
last Igecember; that he had recently sold 
a mine in the etate of Washington for 
$73,000 and had large dums of cash in 
bank safety vaults.

said that he felt no hesitancy in referr-

A Coup That Failed. 
The expectation that the action of 
the Balfour cabinet in standing by 
Lord Kitchener and forcing the resig- 
nation of Lord Curzon would strength- 
en the present unionist government 
with the English people does not 
seem to have been fulfilled. 
While ‘it may be that jingoist Brit- 
ishers of all parties will finally give 
their approval] to this apparent over- 
shadowing of the civil government in 
India by the military, there are many 
political supporters of Mr. Balfour 
who are inclined, just now, to crit- 
icise. 
London dispatches of recent date 
note, that the trend of English. opin- 
ion, while of course friendly enough 
to Lord Kitchener, who is a popular 
idol, tends toward condemnation of 
the policy involved in the Curzon 
resignation rather than in commenda- 
tion. 
In support of this statement, the 
following from The Spectator is cited 
as “even the opinion of the average 
unionist:” 


We cannot but conceive that the cabi- 
net has been on a first-class question of 
administration dangerously in the wrong. 
The ministers were perhaps obtiged™ to 
accept Lord Curzon’s resignation on ac- 
count of this efforts to limit their freedom 
in choosing an Indian councilor, but that 
is a small detail in a very important 
struggle. They have in the most marked 
way, after months of consideration and 
in the teeth of ‘many of the ablest offi- 
clals of the Indian hierachy, destroyed 
the supremacy of civil government in 
India. They have, in fact, withdrawn the 
army from its control, and left the deci- 
sion of important military questions to 
an officer, whose views can never exactly 


enced in the delicate organization of a 
compositg army, and who must always 
hanker after opportunities for distinction, 
which can be opened to him only by ac- 
tive service. <A practical decision in this

Why Cotton Comes Here. 
(From The Savannah Press.) 

Hon, Hoke Smith, in his speech in El- 
berton the other day, called attention 
to the fact that the towns of Abbeville 
and Greenwood, in Gouth Carolina, had 
lower rates to Savannah than the town 
of Elberton, in Georgia. Abbeville has a 
rate Of 39% cents per hundred pounds, 
or $4 and 97% cents a Dale. Greenwood hrs 
a rate of 38% cents per hundred poutis, 
or $!] and 92% cents per bale. In other 
words, Elberton, which pays $2.25 a bale 
to Savannah, is assessed 27% cents per 
bale more than Abbeville; 32% cents 
more than Greenwood. Mr. Smith’s point 
is that, although these places are both 
further from Savannah, they pay iess 
freight than EAberton does. Mr. Smith 
contended that the railroad comm.ssion 
had the power to reduce this charge for 
hauling cotton to the ports and yet it 
failed to do so. 

Suppose the railroad commission wre 
to follow Mr. Smith's ideas and advice? 
His policy would simply result in 
Charleston's getting the cotton which now 
comes to Savannah. A concession is 
given Carolina cotton, which would 
naturally go to Charlesjon, in order to 
build up a Georgia port and help Georgia 
railroads. Not a cent of this money 
would be spent in Georgia, either at the 
terminal or along the route, but for a 
wise and beneficent policy which enables 
Saveamnah.to get 2,000,000 bajes of cot- 
ton a year, and which has made this 
one of the first cotton ports in the 
United States. The farmers of Bilbertop 
do not lose a cent. Their rates are just 
the same as they were before. The port 
of Savannah is the maker by this sched- 
ule. We are sure that Hon. Hoke Smith, 
when he understands th's point, will nant 
desire the railroad commission to re- 
verse its freight rate or to discriminate

Editor Constitution:—A bill to make 
drunkenness a misdemeanor has passed 
both houses and the governor has signed 
it. At first thought it seems to be a 
wise law, for we know that there are 
a few men who wish. to raise a dis- 
turbance and are not brave enough to 
face their antagonist unless they deaden 
their ‘sensibilities with some kind of 
alcoholic drink. Such men deserve to 
be punished. Bout it is a fact that those 
who drink some kind of intoxicant for 
the purpose of raising a disturbance, 
or in order that they may have the 
courage of committing a crime, do not 
drink to the stage of “drunkenness,”’ for 
if they did they would not be m @ 
physical condition to execute their dia- 
bolical wishes: so the law would fail in 
its purpose, for the bill says “drunk- 
enness”’ is now a misdemeanor and not 
“intoxication.” The man who drinks for 
the purpose of being disorderly or of 
committing some crime does not get 
drunk, but only intoxicated. More than 
that, he is usually able to take care 
of himself, when if he were drunk, he 
would not only fail to carry out his de- 
signs, but would be helpless and not 
dangerous to others as a rule. 

In calling attention to the woramg of 
the bill it is not in a spirit of criticism 
of the legislature nor the governor, but 
it is in justice to those who should, 
and who should not be, punished. How- 
ever, we will say that our lawmakers 


are expected at this day of intelligence | 


to investigate the meaning of words 
before they incorporate them into a Dill 
that is to become a statute law. 

But if it is the “drunkard” that the 
legislators wish to be punished as 4 
misdemeanor, we will protest, in justice 
to humanity and in keeping wita 
only Christian civilization. Drunkenness 
or inebriety was recognized as a dis- 
ease long before insanity was thought 
to be other than ‘spiritual madness and 
a possession of the devil. For over a 
century the disease was denied and con- 
tested. Inebriety seems to be passing 
through the same stage, yet if those 
who contend that inebriety or drunken- 
ness is not a disease, they antedate the 
Christian era. Heroditus, five centurie¢ 
before the Christian era, wrote “that 
drunkenness showed that both the,body 
and soul were sick.’”’” Diodérus and 
Plutarch assert “that drink madness is 
an affection of the body which hath de- 
'stroyed many kings and noble people. 
| But more recently, in 1802, Dr. Ca- 
banit, of Paris, wrote fully endorsing 
the views of Condillac, ‘..at smebriety 
was a disease like insanity, which should 
be studied, and that it was a distant 
form of mental disorder, needing medl- 
cal care and treatment.” Professor 
Planter, of Leipsig, published a paper 
in 1809, “affirming that inebriety’s like 
an-insane impulse, which should receive 
medical care.”’ In B: 
Moscow, a physician of eminence, “‘dil- 
vided drunkenness into two forms, in- 
termittent and remittent, and needed to 
be treated as diseased conaiuons.” In 
1833 Dr. Woodard, of Massachusetts, 
“urged that ne gress was a disease and 
curable as other diseases in asylums for 
this purpose.”’ 

In 1870 an association was formed 
ealled the American Association for the 
Study and Cure of Inebriates. Several 
hundred reputable physicians whose 
ability cannot be successfully questioned 
belong to this association, which meets 
every year at the same time and place 
with the American Medical Association. 
The late Dr. N. S. Davis, of Chicago, 
was one of the founders of the Ass0o- 
clation for the Study and Cure of Ine- 
briety. Dr. T. D. Crothers, 8. B. Eliot, 
Lewi¢g D. Manson, and many 0...ers who 
are known to be painstaking and sci- 
entific, all believe that drunkenness or 
inebriety is a disease and should ie] 
treated as such. 

Yet in the face of all this indisputa- 
ble medical evidence that drunkenness 
is a disease, is curable, and should be 
treated as any other disease, the Em- 
pire State of Georgia has made it a 
misdemeanor for any one of its Csu- 
zens to have a certain disease. 

As I am not a lawyer, I cannot ques- 
tion the constitutionality of such a law, 
nor can I pass on the point of law that 
to punish those who have contracted the 
disease of drunkenness before the law 
was enacted would be an ex post facto 
law. 

Why did not the legislators say that 
‘masmuch as the state laws have per- 


' by actual 


mitted the conditions to exist that cause 
drunkenness, both hereditary and ac- 
quired, and that intelligence backed up 
clinical data, proves that 
drunkenness or inebriety is a disease; 
we will, at the sacrifice of other minor 
needs, make’a sufficient appropriation to 
humanely care oe and treat the un- 
fortunate drun : 

However, I believe that the legisla- 
tors of Georgia are always ready to 
make laws in the interest of the com- 
monwealth, and if it was an error in 
making drunkenness a misdemeanor, it 
was not one of the heart.

cided to come to that home old Georgia 
hag built for its old soldiers. So I kissed 
my wife, the mother of my children, two 
of whom died wearing the gray uniform, 
asked my son, our baby, to do all he 
could for his mother and came away 
expecting, never to see them again. It’s 
hard, mighty hard, work one has to dig 
a living out of the old red hills up there; 
yet I love that ground better than all 
else except my wife and my baby boy. 
But I’m going back there and the day 
after I get home I'll pick up the old hoe; 
I know it’s there still and is waiting for 
me, and do the best I can with it. It 
will be easier to cut down the weeds and 
briars in the cotton patch and in the 
corn field than {t is to loiter around the 
Confederate Veterans’ home. Maybe I 
won't get as much to eat as I have been 
getting at the home, but it wil! be bet- 
ter. It will have that taste nohing can 
give a meal except the hand of the good 
wife who makes it. Why, an ash cake 
my wife’s fingers has mixed and from 
which her breath blows the ashes when 
that cake is done has a better, more de- 
lightful, more delicious taste than has eae 
Piedmont or Kimball house pound cake. 
I guess it’s because I’m home sick. Not 
sick of the Veterans’ home,” 


“Was with Gordon during the latter 
part of the war,” said Mr. Teary as he 
accepted an order for his cheap rate 
ticket home from Warden Evans. “I 
went out in company F, Thirty-eighth 
Georgia, and pulled the trigger of my 
gun first time at Bull Run. I was at 
Chancellorsville and was on picket duty 
when Stonewall was wounded and was 
within 50 feet of him. Had it not been 
so dark I eould have seen him fall. 
from his horse. Yes, at Gettysburg, too, 
and while I wasn't In the charge on the 
hill where Meade was strongest, I Was 
where I could see fit all and my com- 
mand was ready to move to the sup- 
port when the order was given. I was 
at Fisher’s Hill with Gordon, where we 
put Sheridan’s men to route and where 
iwe were badly routed afterwards. It’s a 
pity we quit fighting to eat the rations 
we captured from Sheridan’s men. We 
had whipped ’em good, but instead of 
chasing after them we stopped to eat 
what they had left. It was a fatal mis- 
take and we found it out when it was 
too late. It was at Fisher's Hill I saw 
Mrs. Gordon in saddle alongside her 
husband trying to rally the boys after 
Sheridan had reformed his men and 
brought them back to the charge. But 
we were demoralized, We had been hun- 
gry and a feast was more than we could 
stand. I can close my eyes now and see 
that brave woman lashing her horse into 
line trying to stop the good boys in 
their mad rush. But it was no good. We 
had licked the yanks. We had eaten 
their good rations, thy first square meal 
many of us had had in months, and 
We were ready for the run. But the 
run was in the wrong direction. God 
bless that good woman. I love her next 
to my wife and my granddaughter and 
never want to love anyone more than I] 
love her.” 

Old, worn and weary the 3]4 man ap- 
peared. But despite his age, 80 years and 
more, he had walked from the hqme into 
the city. But he didn’t walk back.

MAY SUE ROADS 


FOR BiG PENALTY 


Commission May-Act on Re- 
fusal to Obey Circular 309, 


Expected the Attorney General Will 
Be Called on Today to Bring 
Suit Against Several Rail- 
roads for the $5,000 Pen- 
alty Prescribed. 


As a result of their refusaj to put in 
the reduced rates on stoves made by the 
State railroad cOmmission in circular 309, 
several of the railroads of the state may 
be sued for the $5,000 penalty provided 
by law in cases fm which railroads fall 
or deciine to obey orders of the commis- 
sion, . 

The commission yesterday received for- 
ma] notice from the Atlanta stove works 
to the effect that certain railroads had 
refused shipments which it had tendered 
them, at the rates promulgated in cir- 
cular 309, and a special meeting of the

This is the first official notice the com- 
mission has had on the subject, though 
several railroads have given notice they 
would not put in. the new rates wihile the 
litigation in Chatham superior court, in- 
volving the stove rates, is pending. 
Attorney General Hart has given the 
railroad commission an opinion to the ef- 
fect that the injunction granted by Chath- 
am superfor court, has no bearing what- 
ever on circular 309, which was issued 
long after that litigation was begun; and 
that unless the railroads conform to this 
circylar they will be liable to suit for 
tne penalty prescribed under the law and 
also damages to individual shippers. 

The railrouds which declined to put in 
the rates in 309 are the Southern, the 
Seaboard, the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louls and Georgia railroad. 

The law makes each railroad which falls 
or refuses to conform to the orders of 
the rallroad commission, liable to a pen- 
alty in the sum of $5,000 to collect which, 
however, suit must D® brought in the 
state courts: 

It is expected that the commission “at 
its meeting today will call upon the at- 
torney general to institute suit at once 
for this penalty against those roads which 
have refused to obey the order.

The new commission appointed by reso- 
lution of the general assembly at its 
recent session to investigate the destruc- 
tion of vegetation in Fannin and Gilmer 
counties, by the sulphurous gases from 
the copper and sulphur plants at Duck- 
town, Tenn., left the city for that sec- 
tion yesterday morning with a view to 
gathering data upon which to base their 
report to the governor. 

Georgia, several months ago, brought 
suit against the state of Tennessee in 
the United States supreme court with a 
view to remedying this situation. This 
suit was dismissed upon the understand- 


ores which would prevent further de- 
struction of vegetation, would be install- 
ed. It seems this new system has been in- 
stalled, but the destruction continues and 
is, it is stated, even more widespread. 
It is belleved now that the only remedy, 
short of shutting down the mines, will 
be the installation of a plant which will 
consume the sulphurous gases, and it Is 
stated that they can be converted into 
sulphuric acid at a profit. 

The commission which has gone to 
north Georgia to investgate the matter 
is composed of Commisséoner of Agricul- 
ture T. G. Hudson, State Chemist J. M. 
McCandiess, State Geologist W. S. Yeates 
and H. N. Starnes and C. L. Willoughby 
of the state experiment station. The 
commission was also accompanied by As- 
sistant Commissioner of Agriculture R. 
F. Wright and State Entomologist R. I. 
Smith. They expect to complete their 
investigations and return by Wednesday.
